Marietta Aggregates plans to 
build a |7 million sand-process- 
ing plant and loading system 
here, it was disclosed at the 
Bridgman city commission 
meeting last night. 


The plant would employ about 


100 people and would replace 
the firm's present sand mining 
and processing plant that 
employs about 90 people, ac- 
cording to Arnold Alekna, vice 
president of operations. 


Alekna, in a telephone con- 


versation 
from 
Martin's 


regional headquarters in Rock- 
ton, 111., said it is hoped cons- 


truction on the new plant can 
begin "...sometime in 1977." 


The proposed plant would be 


located in the southern part of 
the city, just north'of Church 
Camp road on the west side of 
Red Arrow highway near the 
1-94 overpass. 


The new plant would he en- 


tirely in the city. The present 
plant is located mostly in Lake 
township, at the northern edge 
of the city. 


Besides the loading system, 


the plant itself will consist of a 
milling building, maintenance 
and shop buildings and storage 
bins for the processing of sand 
for foundries and fiberglass in- 
sulation and other products. 


In August last year, the 


Bridgman 
city 
commission 


gave Martin Marietta permis- 
sion to mine sand on 22.7 acres 
of land the firm owns within the 
city limits. 


It has since received a city 


building permit for construction 
of a loading system that would 
include a tunnel under 1-94, 
through which processed sand 
would be transported for load- 
ing at a rail site at Rambo and 
Baldwin roads. 


The company has not yet sub- 


mitted its formal application for 
a building permit for its 
proposed sand mining and 
processing plant, according to 
Craig Mathieu, city building 


inspector. 


Alekna said the proposed 


plant "...will be one of the most 
modern of lakeside" plants in 
the field. He said the plant will 
meet requirements of city or- 
dinances as well as slate en- 
vironmental standards. 


It will also provide the finan- 


cially limited city with an 
increased tax base. 


"We plan to be a good neigh- 


bor to the city of Bridgman," 
Alekna said. 


Robert Liskey, vice-chairman

Detroit Vows To Regain Control 


• DETROIT (AP) - Detroit 
will recall 450 laid-off police of- 
ficers immediately to prevent 
the recurrence of what Police 
Chief Philip Tannian called a 
"small-scale riot" at a otown- 
town rock concert. 


Announcing 
the 
recall, 


Deputy

Beckham Jr. said Monday 
"We're going to take the city 
back — beginning tonight." 


The fracas, which erupted 


Sunday night at the city's Cobo 
Hall, resulted in widespread 
robberies and assaults, includ- 


ing two sexual assaults, 'and 47 
arrests, Tannian said. 


The 450 police officers were 


orginally scheduled 
to be 


rehired Sept. 1. Although the 
officers were to return to 
regular precinct work next 
month, police officials said 
most will be deployed in special 
crime-fighting units instead. 


In addition to the extra police 


officers, Beckham said, the city 
curfew ordinance will be ex- 
panded to prohibit anyone I? 
years or younger from being on 
the streets after 10 p.m. 


"Police units, gang squads, 


plain clothes officers, and four- 
man cruiser units will move 
groups of young people after 
that hour," Beckham said. 


"Someone's going to be hurt,

Transportation today clarified a question of whether local units of 
government have given required approval of the proposed 1-94 
penetrator into St. Joseph. Resolutions of approval were adopted by 
the Berrien County Road commission on Feb. 3. 1964; by the St. 
Joseph city commission on on May 3, 1965, and by the Shoreham 
ullage council on May 5,19(H, according to the two officials. 


Jan Raad and Ralph Merrill 
commission 
said no additional approval is 
required from local govern- 
mental units. But, the added, 
the local units may still volun- 
tarily change their position on 
the penetrator project, or rein- 
force their original approval. 


Raad is manager of the en- 


vironmental liaison section and 
Merrill is manager of the west 
planning section, both in the 
Highway department's bureau 
of transportation planning. 


A question had arisen locally 


as to whether the Berrien 
County Road commission had 
ever approved the penetrator. 
Jack Morgan, manager 
of 


public information services for 
the state highway department, 
last week told the Herald- 
Palladium the county road 
commission had approved the 
penetrator 


But when his statement was 


challenged locally by John 
Crow, St. Joseph township at- 
torney. Morgan yesterday told 
this newspaper he had been 
wrong and that the county road 
commission had not approved • 
the penelrator project. 


Raad suggested this morning 


that confusion had grown up 
over the matter because of the 
impact statement released last 
week on various alternative 
routes into the city for a 
business loop.

What Was The Motive 
In Chowchilla Case? 


"Were they seeking publicity? Were 


they trying to prove to their parents 
'they didn't need money? Was there a 
deeper psychological need? These 
rhetorical questions of Madera County 
(Calif.) Sheriff Ed Bates are being 
echoed across the country. "They" are 
James Schoenfeld and Frederick 
Woods, both 24, and Schoenfeld's 
brother, Richard, 22 — the three men 
from affluent families charged in the 
mass abduction of 26 school children 
on July 16 near Chowchilla, Calif. 


The children and their bus driver 
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managed to escape, and reasons for 
the abduction remain a mystery to the 
public. There have been news reports 
that a ransom note demanding $5- 
million for the return of the children 
was found at the home of Frederick 
Woods. An order was issued by Justice 
Court Judge Howard Green, though, 
preventing the disclosure of any 
evidence seized by police at the estate 
of Woods' parents near San Francisco. 
More light could be shed on why the 
kidnaping 
took 
place 
when 
a 


preliminary hearing for the Schoen- 
feld brothers and Woods is held on 
Thursday, Aug. 26, in Chowchilla Jus- 
tice Court. 


Since last summer, two other kid- 


napings have occurred in which there 
was no doubt about motives. Alan 
Bortnick, 27, the son of a trucking 
executive in Washington, D.C., was 
released unharmed in January after 
kidnappers collected $250,000 in ran- 
som money. Ten days later, five sus- 
pects, were 
arrested, 
including 


Richard Hibbitt, who was charged 
with possession of the ransom money. 


In the other kidnap case, Samuel 


Bronfman 2nd,.the 21-year-old son of 
the president of Seagram Co., Ltd., 
was rescued by New York City police 
and FBI agents last August after being 
held for eight days. Mel Patrick 
Lynch, a 37-year-old New York City 
fireman, and Dominic Byrne, 53, a 
limosine service operator, 
were 


arrested and charged with the crime. 
They had demanded $4.6-million from 
the Bronfman family. The Bortnick 
and Bronfman kidnapings followed a 
similar.pattern. Both victims were 
fronrwcalthy families, and large ran-

On Aug. 17, unless halted by a 
pending lawsuit, the Interior D epart­ 
ment will lease to the highest bidders 
876,750 acres of continental shelf land 
off the New Jersey and Delaware 
coasts for exploratory oil drilling. The 
sale is the first in Atlantic coastal 
waters. 


Early 
in 
the 
month, 
Congress 
overrode President Ford’s veto of the 
Federal Coal Leasing Am endm ents 
Act, a m easure setting forth new 
procedures for the sale of coal deposits 
on public lands. Ford objected to the 
bill because he thought it would 
“ inhibit coal production on federal 
lands.” 


Critics charge that such actions 
typify the governm ent’s uncoordinat­ 
ed, piecemeal approach to public 
energy resources. They contend that 
the traditional policy of selling energy 
rights to the private sector almost on 
demand, with m inim al governm ent 
planning, still holds true. F urther, 
they charge that such a haphazard 
system encourages private specula­ 
tion. inhibits environmental protection 
and increases the likelihood of future 
scarcities. 


A conference on “ Energy and the 
Public Lands,” to be held in Park City, 
Utah, on Aug. 23-26, is expected to deal 
with some of these concerns. Co-spon­ 
sored by the University of U tah’s 
College of Law and the Environmental 
Law Institute of Washington, D.C., the 
conference will bring together experts 
on a wide range of energy resources 
and the problems that accom pany 
energy development. 


A guest speaker on “ energy alter­ 
natives and energy conservation” will 
be actor Robert Redford of Sundance, 
Utah.

What Was The Motive 
In Chowchilla Case? 


“ Were they seeking publicity? Were 
they trying to prove to their parents 
they didn’t need money? Was there a 
deeper psychological need? These 
rhetorical questions of Madera County 
(Calif.) Sheriff Kd Bates are being 
echoed across the country. “ They” are 
Jam es 
Schoenfeld 
and 
Frederick 
Woods, both 24, and Schoenfeld’s 
brother, Richard, 22 — the three men 
from affluent families charged in the 
mass abduction of 26 school children 
on July 16 near Chowchilla, Calif. 


The children and their bus driver 
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managed to escape, and reasons for 
the abduction remain a m ystery to the 
public. There have been news reports 
that a ransom note dem anding $5- 
million for the return of the children 
was found at the home of Frederick 
Woods. An order was issued by Justice 
Court Judge Howard Green, though, 
preventing the disclosure of any 
evidence seized by police at the estate 
of Woods’ parents near San Francisco. 
More lignt could be shed on why the 
kidnaping 
took 
place 
when 
a 
prelim inary hearing for the Schoen­ 
feld brothers and Woods is held on 
Thursday, Aug. 26, in Chowchilla Ju s­ 
tice Court. 


Since last sum m er, two other kid- 
napings have occurred in which there 
was no doubt about motives. Alan 
Bortnick, 27, the son of a trucking 
executive in W ashington, D C., was 
released unharmed in January after 
kidnappers collected $250,000 in ran­ 
som money. Ten days later, five sus­ 
pects 
were 
arrested, 
including 
Richard Hibbitt, who was charged 
with possession of the ransom money. 


In the other kidnap case, Samuel 
Bronfman 2nd, the 21-year-old son of 
the president of Seagram Co., Ltd., 
was rescued by New York City police 
and FBI agents last August after being 
held for eight days. Mel Patrick 
Lynch, a 37-year-old New York City 
fireman, and Dominic Byrne, 53, a 
limosine 
service 
operator, 
were 
arrested and charged with the crime. 
They had demanded $4.6-million from 
the Bronfman family. The Bortnick 
and Bronfman kidnapings followed a 
sim ilar pattern. Both victim s were 
from wealthy families, and large ran­ 
soms 
were 
demanded. 
In 
the 
Chowchilla case, children also were 
involved, but it was the alleged kid­ 
napers 
who 
were 
from 
affluent 
families.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
The 
m isshapen 
W atergate 
Reorganization and Reform Act 
of 1976 is a sorry excuse for 
improving American politics 
and would be voted down in or­ 
dinary’ times. 


Its sponsors, which include 
Sen. W alter Mondale, Jim m y 


i C arter’s vice presidential run­ 
ning m ate and a bevy of other 
prom inent 
senators, 
both 
Democratic and Republican, 
know that few legislators in this 
election year dare vote against 
any bill which prom ises a 
“ reform ” of W atergate-type 
shenanigans. 


However, in Bill No. 495, the 
Senate attem pts to divorce itself 
and the rest of Congress from 
responsibility 
for 
cracking 
down on crim es by senators, 
representatives and their staffs, 
but retaining the authority to 
impose difficult roadblocks in 
the way of other agencies which 
may have strong cases against 
Congressional crooks. 


The Congress in this bill runs 
away from the responsibility 
assigned it in the Constitution to 
search out high government of­ 
ficials who commit 
serious 
crim e. If the m em bers of the 
Senate who voted for No. 495 
would read basic law, they 
would note it is the respon­ 
sibility of Congress to consider 
im peachm ent for "all civil of­ 
ficers of the United States” — 
not just the President and Vice 
President — for bribery and an 
assortm ent of other crooked 
practices while in office. For

But the requirem ents 
are so detailed, and include 
such a rash of trivialities that 
apply across the board to so 
many officials that the financial 
disclosure becomes a mockery.

Arrogance 


The front pages of the daily 
newspapers display for us the 
more flamboyant examples of 
congressional misbehavior, but 
Senator Claiborne Pell (D-R.I ) 
has meanwhile been busy with

operation of his own. In its a r­ 
bitrariness 
and 
cynicism . 
Pell s performance is actually 
more typical of the arrogance 
of power in W ashington than 
the publicized extravagances of 
Wayne Hays, Wilbur Mills, and 
other gargoyles of that sort. 


Established under the John­ 
son A dm inistration, and, in­ 
deed. with Senator Pell as one 
of its principal sponsors, the 
National Endowment for the 
H um anities (NEH) disperses 
some $90 million |x*r year to 
assist various kinds of cultural 
activities: 
art 
m useum s, 
libraries, scholarly research. It 
also 
sponsors 
high-grade 
popular productions like the 
recent 
televised 
“ Adam s 
Chronicles.” 


The NEH is supposed to l>e 
non-political — and, rem arka­ 
bly enough, has actually lx*en 
so under both Democratic and 
Republican 
adm inistrations. 
The $90 million spent by NEH 
was probably too small a sum 
to attract the attention of the 
leading pork-barrellers. 


Two years 
ago, 
however, 
Senator Pell cam e up with a 
scheme to skim off millions of 
dollars of NEH money and 
distribute it to local politicians 
at the state level. 


At present, grants awarded 
by NEH must pass before non­ 
partisan committees of experts. 
The standards m aintained have 
been high. 


Pell wanted the local poli­ 
ticians to get into the process 
and distribute large sum s of 
money themselves. The various 
states 
would 
receive 
the 
Federal funds as a m atter of 
legal right. No nonsense about 


m erit 
would 
intervene 
between the Federal treasury 
and the state-level politician 


The present chairm an of the 
NEH. 
Dr. 
Donald 
Berm an 
strenuously an l correctly op­ 
posed Pell’s scheme. O ther 
senators found Berm an p er­ 
suasive. B erm an’s stand had 
practically universal academic 
support.

As a result, however. Senator 
Pell has been pursuing a per­ 
sonal 
vendetta 
against 
Dr. 
Berman. 


B erm an’s 
first 
term 
as 
chairm an 
expired 
last 
December After canvassing a 
wide range of opinion, and 
finding universal satisfaction 
with the job Berman had done, 
the White House resubm itted 
his name for a second term . 
Now, six months later, Pell has 
succeeded in blocking a hear­ 
ing on the m atter by the per­ 
tinent committee of the Senate. 
Labor and Public Welfare. 


Except for Pell, no one on the 
committee has expressed any 
opposition to Berman The Na­ 
tional Council of the Endow­ 
ment, which includes m em bers 
from both parties, backs B er­ 
man 
20-1. 
Well 
known 
throughout the academ ic and 
scholarly world as a Shakes­ 
peare scholar, 
Berm an 
has 
proved to be a fair-minded and 
able administrator.

BRIDGMAN — A la-year-old Illinois boy died last 


night about four hours after a sand tunnel he was 
digging at Warren Dunes state park collapsed on him. 
The victim was buried about 4M> to 5 feet below ground 
level for 15 to 20 minutes. He was digging the tunnel 
between two 4 to 5 feet deep holes which he and other 
youths with him had dug earlier. 


The victim was identified by state police from New 


Buffalo as James Howard, Elk Grove Village. He died 
in Memorial hospital, St. Joseph, at 7:30 p.m. Howard 
was among 187 youths on a church outing at the park. 


when the accident occurred. 


A hospital spokesman said this morning that the 


Howard boy had been revived, but never regained 
consciousness after being rushed to the hospital by a 
Lake township ambulance shortly after 3 p.m. No 
exact cause of death has been determined, the hospital 
spokesman said. 


Robert Ingram, manager of the state park, said 


Howard was digging a tunnel into the sand about 190 
feet from the Lake Michigan shoreline when it 
collapsed. Ingram said other teens on the outing,

Is it possible to explain what 
is done when a child's eyes are 
corrected by surgery for cross- 
eyes? • Mrs. E.I., N.J. 
Dear Mrs I.: 


There are six m uscles a t­ 
tached to the eyeball which 
control each movement of the 
eye. Occasionally, one of these 
m uscles m ay be weaker and 
another stronger than norm al. 
The result is that the eyeball is 
*not in balance" and looks off to 
one side. 


Before surgery is considered 
for this condition, known as 
“ strabism us,” the eye surgeon 
has laid out a detailed plan of 
action 
for 
the amount and 
degree of 
m uscle changing 
required in each case. 


The weakened muscle may be 
shortened and thus give it more 
strength. 
The 
over-strong 
muscle may be weakened by 
another surgical variation 


The operation is usually suc­ 
cessful It is not a dangerous 
one. T here are no external 
scars. Only in rare cases is it 
necessary to repeat the opera­ 
tion for minor adjustments.

Ford over Ranald Reagan, with 
one delegate uncommitted. 


It was the third visit to other 


state delegations that Milliken 
has made since arriving in 
Kansas City. On Sunday, he ap- 
peared before the Pennsylvania 
group and a combined meeting 
of 
the 
Massachusetts and 


Alaska delegations. 


Milliken told the Maine cont- 


ingent that Ford has restored 
"honor, decency and integrity" 
in the White House, and has 
turned the economy around. 


"If we've got a President with 


that kind of record, then for 
Heaven's sake, let's lead from 
strength." 
he 
urged 
the 


delegates. 


He said Ford would wage a 


positive and very aggressive 
campaign if nominated. 


Also speaking on behalf of 


Ford were Carla Hills, secre- 
tary of Housing and Urban 
Development, (HUD) and New- 
York Rep. Barber Conabie. 


Miliiken circulated among the 


Maine contingent, singling out 
the uncommitted delegate, 
David Osgood of Portland, who 
noted: "I'm the one they're all 
after." 


"It's a difficult decision you 


have to make and a very per- 
sonal one," Milliken responded. 
"I hope that when the time 
comes you'll be with us." 


Osgood said the presentation 


by the Ford group did little to 
affect his decision, which 'he 
said he will announce Tuesday. 


"It's just more input," he 


said. 


A Ford delegate said the Ford 


boosting "reaffirms what we 
felt all along."

Whitely termed the issue "an 
emotional one with political 
overtones," and predicted many 
deer would starve this winter in 
t'.K counties if the weather is 
harsh. 


Tanner told the commission 


there was virtually no support 
from U.P. residents for the 
antlerlcss plan.

DXR representatives were the 


only ones there to support the 
hunters choice season. We had 
no public spokesman on our 
side.".

BERRIEN SPRINGS - Ef­ 
forts to get the state highway 
commission to lengthen its 
planned addition of a third lane 
to US-31 north of here were dis­ 
cussed by the Berrien Springs 
village council last night. The 
efforts are being made by the 
village, Berrien and Oronoko 
townships, Andrews university 
and the Berrien county Youth 
Fair board. Representatives of 
the five met with state highway 
officials earlier this month 
regarding the extension

effort 
was 
launched 
because of state plans to add a 
third lane to the highway from 
College avenue south to near 
Apple Valley market. The addi­ 
tion area is north of the village. 


Edgar 
Kesterke, 
village 
president, said the five local 
groups want the state to expand 
the plan to take the added lane 
to the village limits. 


Kesterke told the council that 


state officials said the area 
where they plan 10 add the lane 
has been selected because of a 
high rate of accidents. The 
representatives of the groups 
told state officials that the ad­ 
dition of a third lane to the en­ 
tire stretch of the area would 
improve traffic flow 


Councilmen added last night 
that a factor in urging the state 
to add the third lane to the 
village limits were plans for a 
new, centralized facility for 
education of mentally impaired 
children by the Berrien Inter­ 
mediate school district. Buses 
transporting the children to the 
school would travel on the high­ 
way, adding further traffic 
congestion,

He was re-tried and convicted 
in June on a charge that he 
delivered heroin to a Berrien 
Metro Narcotics unit agent on 
Sept. 19.1972. in Benton Harbor.

asked Hughes for a shorter sen­ 
tence than the one imposed by 
Byrns, claiming he was a good 
prisoner and had been working 
with younger offenders to try 
and steer them away from fu­ 
ture crimes.

— Severe mental and social 
incapacity which creates a 
marked dependence on others 
for meeting personal needs. 


This would be characterized by 
an inability to understand the 
spoken word, avoid physical 
danger, follow simple direc­ 
tions, read, write or do simple 


addition arithmetic. Gelander 
said further information is 
available by calling the Benton 
Harbor area Social Security of­ 
fice at Fairplain Plaza.
